1. IAPAN-CHINA FRIENDSHIP ASSN ANNOUNCED LAST WEEK THAT A 
JAPANESE YOUTH GROUP (TWO BOYS, NINE GIRLS) HAS BEEN SEL- 
ECTED BY ASSN TO GO TO PEKING IN APRIL FOR YEAR'S STUDY OF 
CHINESE LANGUAGE. REPORT SAID PEKING HAD AGREED. STUDENTS 
SELECTED FROM AMONG CHILDREN OF THOSE ENGAGED IN PROMOTING 
JAPAN-CHINA FRIENDSHIP. SEVEN OF STUDENTS GRADUATING FROM 
HIGH SCHOOL THIS YEAR, WHILE OTHERS WILL STILL BE HIGH 
SCHOOL STUDENTS. ALL EXPENSES, INCLUDING 17,000 YEN A 

MONTH SCHOOL AND LIVING EXPENSES, WILL BE PAID BY STUDENTS. 
ASSN SPOKESMAN SAID PRC WAS READY TO GRANT SCHOLARSHIPS 
FOR SIMILAR PROGRAM AND EVENTUALLY PAVE WAY FOR JAPANESE 
STUDENTS TO STUDY AT CHINESE UNIVERSITIES. 

2. COMMENT: AS FAR AS WE ARE AWARE THIS IS FIRST PRIVATE 
ARRANGEMENT FOR JAPANESE STUDENTS TO STUDY IN PRC. GOJ- 
PRC AGREEMENT JUNE 1973 PERMITS MUTUAL EXCHANGE OF FONOFF 
LANGUAGE TRAINEES. FIVE JAPANESE ARE NOW STUDYING AT PEKING'S 
CHINESE LANGUAGE INSTITUTE. SEVEN CHINESE ARE STUDYING UNDER 
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SCHOOL IN TOKYO. 
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
